his talent” without Mr. Broadribb’s consent 
the hearing of a High Court action. 


The injunction also: sought to 
restrain Parr from allowing his 
name to be used in any commer- 
cial enterprise without first 


‘obtaining the permission of Mr. 


Broadribb, 


The hearing was adjourned. 
Farr and Broadribb ‘had entered 
separate doors, 
They sat only .a few feet opart, but 
neither looked at the other during 
the hearing of the case. * 
TWO CONTRACTS IN DISPUTE 
Mr. Clark said that Mr, Broadribb 
was secking to restrain Farr from 
acting in‘brench of two contracts 
With him dated March 18, 1935, and 
July 26, 1937. . 
Mr. Alexander Grant, K.C., 
Farr, interposed that the contract 
sued upon Kad been ended by mutual 
consent,-or It had justified repudin- 
Mion by Furr, 

Se added: “I am willing, pend- 
Ing (he trial, to bring Into court 
any reasonable sum of money, 
elther In respect of this particular 
contest or In respect Of any sum 
which Mr, Broadribb alleges ts duc 
to him; or we will keep an 
account.” 
Mr. Clark: There ls no question of 

ine contract having been put an end 


for 


Mr. Grant: sald that Mr. Brondribb 
desired to remain Farr’s manager, 
although he had said he was not on 
spealing terms with him. 


Mr, Clark sald; ‘Farr's present 
position is due very largely ‘to Mr. 
Brondribb’s efforts in. bringing him 
forward, Now that he has established 
o world-wide reputation, he Is seck- 
Ing to kick down the ladder by which 
he’ climbed’ the fence.” 

All Mr, Broadribb was saying, con- 
tinued Mr. Clark, was that he had 
the corfiract, and while it was in 
force—it did not: expire until next 
July-—he had the right to make the 
arrangements for  Farr's  engagc~ 
ments and public appearances. If 
the injunction were, granted no 
doubt arrangements could be made 
for Farr to appear at Birmingham. 


When Mr, Clark observed that Mr. 


Brondribb would be satisfied if Farr| 
would pay into court' the proceeds of 
his engagements pending the trial 
of: the action, Mr, Grant interposed:

“DISREGARDED OBLIGATIONS 

Mr. Hrondribb, in his amdavil, 
gtated that when he and Farr went 
to America to prepare for the contest 
with Joc Louis, he (Broadribb) pro- 
duced his contract with Farr to the 
New York State Athletic Commis- 
sion, 

Since Farr returned to England it 
was alleged that he had consistently 
disregarded his obligntlons to Brond- 
ribb, and had wrongfully contended 
that the latter was no longer ‘nls 
manager. | , 
| Mr. Grant read on amidavit in 
reply by Tommy Farr, in which ac 
snid—in regard to the alleged ogree-
